when actually the company did 
not exist. 


He said he . had changed

Telephone Co." early in 1961 and 
that the "Home Telephone Co.' 
owns no telephone properties. 


Salem Mayor Bob Weathers sale

Winter Rips 
Sections in 
the East

Winter unleashed its fury on the 


Eastern section of the nation in 
the last hours of the year. 


Below-zero temperatures 
were 


reported today in many spots. 


High velocity winds tore down 


power lines, may have swept a 
youth off a ferryboat to apparent 
death, and overturned a motor- 
wat whose operator drowned'. 


The powerful gusts also ripped 


off a movie house roof, toppled 
a huge construction crane and 
iterally blew a river from its 
jed, stranding numerous boats. 


The wintry blast also brought 


fresh accumulations of snow in 
some places. 


Bangor, Maine, had at least 21 


inches; of new snow on top of the 
15 inches previously fallen. Howl- 
ing winds piled up drifts as high 
as 20 feet. The state's third larg- 
est city, population 50,000, was 
"just about paralyzed," accord- 
ing to one newsman. 


The Bangor Daily News failed 


to publish its morning paper to- 
day, for the first time since 1899. 


The Maine blizzard, termed the 


worst in a decade, also forced 
closing of Bangor movie houses 
for the first time in memory and 
stranded 
some 2,000 persons in 


buses and cars throughout the 
state. 


Maine's Gov. John H. Reed ap- 


pealed to citizens to take in the 
refugees. 


The 4,500 persons in Lincoln,

Frances 0. Kclsey, hailed as na- 
tional heroine for keeping thalido- 
mide off the American market, 
today was put at the head of a 
new U.S. office which will pass on 
requests to test new drugs on hu- 
mans. 


Her appointment as director of 


the investigational drug branch 
was part of a reorganization at 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion's new drug division which 
was approved today by Secretary 
of Welfare Anthony J. Celebrezze. 


In a statement Celebrezze said 


the retooling of the drug division 
into five branches will permit the 
FDA to cope with its increased 
responsibilities in the new drug 
area. 


As a backlash of the outcrjf 


over thalidomide — a sedative 


I blamed for deformities of thou- 
1 sands of infants born in Europe 
—Congress last October enacted 
a law giving the FDA stronger 
authority 
over 
production 
and 


sales of prescription drugs. 


To carry out the new law and 


to make administration changes, 
the FDA proposed a rash of tight- 
er regulations which after being 
discussed and criticized are now 
being redrafted. 


An FDA spokesman said today 


that the regulations dealing with 
the testing of drugs on humans 
will be issued' fairly soon.

Kelsey's 
investigational 


drug branch, according to the 
FDA announcement, "is being es- 
tablished to evaluate reports of 
proposed clinical tests of new 
drugs" which manufacturers and 
others will submit in compliance 
with the investigational drug reg- 
ulations.

Two Studied

STANFORD, Calif. (AP)-Scien 


tists presented the first extensive 
analysis today of data beamed 
through millions of miles of space 
from Mariner 2, the United States 
satellite that went past Venus two 
weeks ago today. 


The results, the scientists point- 


ed out, are tentative and subject 
to revision as further, more de- 
tailed study is made of the huge 
amount of information sent back 
by the interplanetary satellite. 


They noted, however, that no 


spectacular findings have as yet 
come to light. Instead, the results 
produced so far serve to confirm 
what earth scientists have sur- 
mised through previous experi- 
ments. 


The reports were prepared for a 


news conference held as part of 
the three-day jonit meeting of the 
Amrican Geophysical Union and 
the American Physical Society. 


Some 1,200 top scientists from 


Europe, Canada and the United 
Stales have spread out over Stan- 
ford University for hundreds of 
reports, 
meetings and informal 


gatherings to talk shop. 


Mariner 2 carried two experi- 


ments designed to measure the 
c h a r g e d-parUcle radiation in 
space, including galactic cosmic 
rays and streams of high-energy 
particles which are released inter* 
mittcntly from the sun. 


The problem of ttiese "solar 


flares" and their production of 
high-energy particles Is partic- 
ularly important to interplanetary 
space 
research 
because 
the 


streams may contain particles in 
large enough numbers and high 
enough energies to form a hazard 
to manned space missions. 


No such threat was observed! by 


Mariner, however, according to 
the report by Drs. H. R. Anderson 
of the California Institute of Tech- 
nology Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
and H. V. Nehcr of Caltech. 


They also reported the apparent 


absence of magnetically-trapped 
radiation 
particle belts 
around 


Venus, such as the Van Allen belt 
around the earth. 


Streams of very hot ionized gas 


projected 
into • space 
from 
the 


sun's inner corona—and known as 
"solar wind"—appear to be the 
dominant feature of interplanet- 
ary space in our region of the so- 
lar system, they said. 


The solar wind previously was 


correctly diagnosed as the causa 
of earth's geomagnetic storms, ra- 
dio blackouts and maybe the aur- 
oral displays, such as the northern 
lights. 


Mariner reported the number of 


solar wind particles in our region 
of the solar system is about a bi'l- 
lion times greater than the num- 
ber of cosmic rays, and1 the to- 
tal energy content of the solar 
wind is much greater than that of 
the cosmic rays. 


This is the reason, the scien- 


tists explained, that fluctuations 
in the solar wind can produce 
large and easily detectable ef- 
fects on earth. Some such clouds 
of solar wind produced noticeable 
magnetic 
storms 
when 
they 


reached the earth a few hours af- 
ter blowing past Mariner.

The manufacturer insists final 


proof is lacking. Its 
scientists 


argue that the rate of deformities 
was not always identical with the 
sales curve of thalidomide. They 
lay reports from the Philippines 
and Hungary show that malforma- 
:ions increased even where no 
thalidomide was marketed. 


The official probe has been run- 


ning since late 1961. 


Prosecutor 
H, 
Havertz, 
in 


charge, has1 made no direct com- 
ment on findings so far. But he 
said recently they indicated that 
the spread of malformations had 
a cause and could have been pre- 
vented. 


Havertz h'as' received more, than 


500 criminal complaints against 
'he1 manufacturers. A firm cannot 
be held criminally 
responsible 


here. Havertz has to determine 
whether charges of criminal neg 
ligence should be filed against any 
individuals at Gruenenthal. 


There are still no definite stalls-1 


tics on the number of deformed 
babies born to mothers who took 
thalidomide. Estimates for West 
Germany vary between 2,000 and 
6,000. Parents of deformed chil- 
dren need not register such cases. 


Thalidomide was developed in 


1954 and sold in Germany under 
the trade name Contergan. It wa, 
swallowed daily by thousands ol 
sleep-seeking 
Germans. 
Anima1 


tests had established that even the 
heaviest dose could not be fatal 
so doctors favored Contergan in 
prescriptions. 


Following the alarming reports 


about births, Contergan was with 
drawn from sale Nov. 26, 1961
